Philadelphia, Feb. 8.— 
Discovery of the fossil bones 
of a duck-billed dinosaur 
which roamed New Jersey's

The rare find was made 
near ‘Sewell, New Jersey, 
where the Academy ..un- 
‘earthed the first partial 
skeleton of a dinosaur to.

The Sewell bones are 
those of a 30-foot had- 
rosaurus, ' a plant-cating 
dinosaur which lived during 
the end of the ape of 
reptiles, long before man 
appeared on earth. —-United 
Press.
